Probability of Good Advance 
Within Thirty Days

Birmingham, Ala., August 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—-Twelve dollars per ton, No. 2 
foundry, delivery in the next three 
months, ig the lowest price of pig iron 
in the southern territory. There is 
probability that this price will be ad- 
vanced at least fifty cents per ton 
within the next thirty days and a dol- 
lar per ton if consumers seek iron for 
caelivery during the first quarter of 
1913. 

The turning down of an order for 
one thousand tons of tron under $12 
per ton was a feature of the past week. 
There is no doubt as to the strength 
of the market, politics notwithstand- 
ing. The sales of pig iron in the south 
are equal to the make right along and 
the prospects are bright that with 
scme of the companies more iron has 
been sold right along for delivery be- 
tween now and the last of the year 
at a faster pace than the production. 
The home consumption is steady and of 
some proportion. There is considerable 
iron going out of the territory, too. 
Reports continue to come to the south 
that northern iron prices are under 
what they are here, but this does not 
have any effect, the manufacturerg be- 
ing confident that they will be able to 
sell thelr iron right along. The make 
will be improved some before the last 
quarter of the year sets in, but even 
then there will be none too much !ron 
manufactured. As far as conservative 
iron men can see it, the balance of 
the present year is about to be active, 
so far as pig iron is concerned. 

Steel Market Not Bad. 

The steel market condition not 
bad by any means and the prospects 
are the activity will continue thr®ugh 
the year. This means the production 
of basic iron will not interfere with 
the foundry iron market. The cast iron 
pipe plants, now working’ on full) ca- 
pacity, have orders in hand and in 
sight that will warrant a continua- 
tion of this condition not only to the 
last of this year but well into 1913. 
The recent advance in cast iron pipe 
prices has not had the least effect on 
stopping the demand. 

Furnace companies in the southern 
territory have handled business with 
care lately so far ag low grades iron 
go. In this direction only has there 
been the least delay in deliveries. One 
or two companies are practically out of 
the market so far as iron fof the third 
quarter of the year, of which there re- 
mains just a month and a half, is 
foncerned. It would not be surprising 
if these same companies would an- 
nounce b¥f October of having to remain 
gut of the market for the balance of 
the year. 

Reports from the northern markets 
are to the effect that southern pig 
iron is being quoted at $13 per tpn for 
delivery during the first half of 19153. 
Furnace companies here, when asked 
as to the authority of the - reports, 
could give no answer, the reply being 
it is yet too soon to quote iron for 
delivery in 1913. If the price is ex- 
pected to be $12.50 before the end of 
this year, brokers in pig iron assert 
that it is not more than reasonable 
to look for iron at $13 for the first 
quarter of next year. So far as the 
iron for this year’s delivery is con- 
cerned, there igs absolutely no appre- 
hension that every ton will be in de- 
mand, no matter how many furnaces 
are gotten in shape and put into opera- 
tion. There is some delay on the fur- 
naces which were to have gone into 
operation, this montn, and the make 
may be slow in increasing for a while. 
However,” if iron goes above $12 per 
ton and there is need for the product, 
it is a certainty that all business will 
he cared for. There have been further 
reductions of the accumulated stocks 
of pig iron here. | 

Demand for Wire and Nails. |

What is your opinion on this? 

Answer—I do not recall any reply 
from you about root-lice 
on cotton and corn. I published 
issue of January 22, last a letter about 
“Fertilizer,” but none since’ that date. 
If I gave such advice it Was more in 
a suggestive way, for I] have had no 
experience, but only had in mind that 
tobacco and kainit are used for insects 
that feed on the roots of plants, more 
particularly horticultural plants. I 
would apply the tobacco stems (ground 
up) at the time of planting, putting it 
immediately on and around the seed 
grains, perhaps 75 to 100 pounds per 
acre. The kainit should be applied in 
the bedding furrows a week or two—or 
even longer-—-before planting and in 
such quantity as to supply all the 
potash needed for that particular crop. 
Tobacco stems carry about 8 per cent 
of potash and 2.35 per cent of nitrogen. 
In other words, the potash in 159 
poundse of tobacco stems about 
equal to the potash supplied by 100 
pounds of Kainit. You state that I 
wrote you that tobacco stems “analyze 
ammonia 4 per cent and potash 5 per 
cent.”’ It must have been some one 
other than myself who wrote you as 
my authorities agree to the figures 
I have given of the average analysis 
of tobacco stems—300 pounds each of 
16 per cent acid and tobacco stems 
analyzing 4 per cent ammonia and 5 
per cent potash would analyze about 
8.33-—2.00—3.30 which would do very 
for cotton, provided you would 
add about 50 pounds per acre of nitrate 
of soda. I do not consider the above 
as bY any means an ideal mixture for 
cotton, because the nitrogen and pot- 
ash of tobacco are not promptly avail- 
able. if you use it I would bed on 
the acid and stems at least two or 
three weeks before planting. 

I have more than once—ave, 
times—given my views about 
cultural applications of mixed 
tilizers to corn and cotton. I 
in applying nitrate of soda 
turally, bu@ not later than the “bunch.

COTIC STOMATITIS, 
C. Old Fert, N. C—lI 
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cattle disease in this community. First! 
they get stiff in the hind quarters, 
feet seem to be very sore, then the: 
mouth gets full of blisters: they slob- 
er a great deal, refuse to eat and! 
fail in milk. Very few are dying.; 
However | would like your opinion and! 
advice as to treatment, as it is spread. 
ing everywhere. Is it wise to use the 
milk? Is there any preventive to use 
to Keep it off? 

Answer—The scientific or technica] 
name of the disease is Mycotic stoma- 
titis, but it is commonly called “sore 
mouth of cattle.” 1 have received and. 
replied to quite a number of similar 
inquiries in the last four or five years 
and you will find such on inquiry 
elsewhere in this department from 
John McDaniel under the head of 
“Sore Mouth of Cattle,” with my reply 
giving the simple treatment recom- 
mended. If so treated a large ma- 
jority of cases recover within a week. 
Occasionally a complicated case oe- 
curs and without treatment proves 
fatal, but most cases récover even if 
not treated at all. Please refer 
the reply to Mr. McDaniel. The 
ease is not contagious and there is no 
danger in using -the milk unless the 
cow has decided febrite symptoms. 
stated in the reply elsewhere, the 
ease is the result of eating forage or 
grasses containing certain fungi, 
molds or “smuts.” 


BLOODY WART ON MULE. 

“EE. W. W..” Fitzgerald, Ga.—wW iil] 
you please tell me what to do for my 
mule? She has a bloody wart on her 
shoulder where her collar goes and 
when I work her it is sore and bleedg 
all the time. I have tried several 
remedies but none seem to do her any 
good. Please let me know at once 
what to do for her as I want to cure 
her before hauling season. 

Answer—If vou can tie a smal] 
around the wart—say a piece of 
ing line—tightly next to the skin 
and keep it tight the wart will drop 
off in a short time. If not shaped so 
that it can be tied, then shave it 
down with a sharp knife or burn it 
down with a red-hot soldering iron 
beneath the surface of the skin In 
every case keep down any tendency to 
overgrowth by sprinkling the surface 
with powdered bluestone. Do not use 
the mule until cured.

The first thing to do is to 
remove all the cattle from the pasture 
to another. Bring the affected ani- 
mal to the barn or barnyard and feed 
on soft foods such as bran mashes, 
gruels, ground feed, ete. A bucket 
of cool water should be Kept constant- 
ly in easy reach so that the patient 
may drink or rinse its mouth at will. 
Dissolve 2 heaping tablespoonfuls of 
borax, or 1 tablespoonful of chlorate 
of potassium in each of the first two 
buckets of water given during the 
day. If gentle enough to be handled 
swab out its mouth daily with anti- 
septic washes, such as a 2 per cent 
solution of carboile acid or of creolin, 
or a l per cent solution of permanga- 
nate of potash, or 1 part peroxide of 
hydrogen to 2 parts of water. This 
should be followed by astringents 
Placed upon the tongue, such as half 
tablespoonful of borax, alum or chlo- 
rate of potassium. 

Range cattle may be_ treated by 
Placing in the troughs medicated 
salts. such as 4 Ounces of crude car- 
bolic acid poured over 12 quarts of 
ordinary salt and thoroughly mixed,
